Continuation of 2. NOTE: In Paper No. 16r^W3licant cancelled Claim 40 and submitted new^Rim 55 in its place. Applicant states in the 
remarks that new Claim 55 includes the limitations of Claim 40 as initially filed in the application together with the limitations of allowed 
dependent Claims 42 and 43. 

Applicant is incorrect. Firstly, Claim 40 was originally set forth in Paper No. 12 (dated 18 September 2003), and original Claim 40 include 
limitations that are NOT present in new Claim 55. Secondly, the examiner never stated that dependent Claim 42 includes allowable 
subject matter. 

New Claim 55 has a different scope that has yet to be considered by the examiner. Thus, new Claim 55 raises new issues that would 
require further consideration and a new search. 
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
